At 
Spezia, during the past twenty-four hours, there 
have been 27 fresh cases and 7 deaths; at Naples, 
122 fresh cases and 37 deaths.

DYING FROM DROUGHT. 


Serious Apprehensions for the Cotton Crop 
in the Memphis District. 

Mempui» IX., September 5.—The cotton crop 
report for the Memphis district, embracing West 
Tennessee, North Arkansas, North Mississippi and 
North Alabama, is to be issued to-morrow by Messrs 
Hill, Fontaine & Co. It will say: The report does 
not sustain the favorable prospects 
of a month ago. There has been quite a 


change for the worse since our report for July was 
published. Nearly all of our 318 correspondents re- 
port damage to the growing cotton plant from 
drought, shedding, rust and worms. The er 
during August, in the main, has been too dry. Com- 

laint is still generalof the prevailing drought, 

he lateness of the planting season 
＋ with an un en wardness. 
of the crop, has subjected the plant to more than ite 
common dangers. Dry weather continues. and every 
day adds to the injury which the plant is sustaining 
by shedding its squares of blooms. The cotton is 
not fruiting well and its present condition through- 
out the district is anything but satisfactory. Pack- 
in has scarcely commenced It 
will be general throughout the d 
between September 25 and October5. The greatest 
danger now to be feared is the appearance of frost 
at an early date, and ali estimates of the prospec- 
tive yield in the district are only predictions, pre- 
diacted upon either an early or late frost. October 13 
ic the average date for the falling of frost in this sec- 
tion, The hope of salvation of the planters through- 
out the disirict is thatthe fall will bea late one. 
In this event the yield in the Memphis district will 
be an average one—perhaps exceed t years but 
should the frost appear eariier than October 24 the 
present prospective yield will be reduced pot leas 
than 15 to 2 per cent. 

Corn is more. promising, and the yield will be 
ample to supply the full needs of the district.

The United States Treasury Depart- 
ment Bereft of Ite Chief. 


Painfal Death of Secretary Folger at Geneva, 
N. Y.—Sorrowing Relatives and Friends— 
The Action of President Arthur—Other 
Obituaries. — 


Guvrva, N. Y., September 5.—Secretary Charies 
J. Folger of the United States Treasury died here 
at 4:55 p. m. yesterday in the presence of his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Hunt, Dr. Knapp, Dr. A. B. Smith and 
his servant. He died a few minutes after the arri- 
val of his sister, Miss Ernst. The Secretary came 
here August 2 last and his physician found him 
suffering from congestion of one lung, bronchitis 
and diseased kidneys and liver. While at New York 
he had one or two hemorrhages of the lungs. He 
knew of his critical condition and intrusted his 
last messages to his family to his friend Captain 
Lewis. The Secretary's two daugiiters are in the 
Adirondacks and his son, Captain Charles W. Fol- 
ger, is at Alexandria, Va. All have been telegraphed 
for. Telegrams were also sent to President Arthur, 
Assistant Treasurer Coon and others. The news

over the entire city, and signs of mourning were 
displayed at several prominent points, The Presi- 
dent will attend the funeral, and has ordered all 
Government flags in the vicinity to be hung at half 
mast until after the burial. He will be interred in 
the family lot, beside his wife, who died seven years 
ago, The general impression is that he died from 
overtaxing his strength, while others say his early 
death is due to his disappointment in being defeated 
in the New York Gubernatorial contest when he 
was 80 8 overcome by Grover Cleve- 
land. His position the Cabinet did not tend to 
improve his health, and the extra work incident to 
it cou with the burden of his defeat, over 
which he continually brooded, doubtless hastened 
him to his grave. Secretary Folger's career on the 
bench reflects greater credit on him than his politi- 
cal career. To the latter he was not suited, and his 
friends are his untimely taking off little less than 
a political tragedy.

NOT SO EASY. 


The Nature of the Work That France 
has Cut Out for Herself. 


The Strength of the Chinese Fleet--Krupp's 
Gans and Their Wonderful Power—No 
Money Spared—The Fleets of Other Na 


tions. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasnutvoton, September 5.—There is an impres- 
sion among naval officers here that France is going 
to find her contract for whipping China a more seri- 
ous one than she supposed she was undertaking. 

most familiar with the coast of China and 
her navy are inclined to think that the best vessels 
of the Chinese navy did not take part in this action. 
The gunboats, which constitute the main portion of 
the navy, are probably about Pekin, or up the riv- 
ers. These boats were built in England and France 
and are of the best modern designs. They are 
manned mainly by foreigners, or were sometime 
ago, and if the French vessels should come in con- 
tact with these, officers of our navy think that the 
o »utest would not be so unequal. The Chinese fleet 
numbers fifty-six vessels, several of them first-class 
fighting machines. All of them were built by the 
best makers, regardless of cost. England's fears 
that France will soon lead as a naval power seem 
likely to be soon realized, if the French are allowed 
to capture China's navy. In this connection it is 
interesting to compare the fighting material of the 
navies of the world. England stands first, with 
twenty-five modern line-of-battleships, fulfilling all 
requirements of the present time, and fourteen 
obsolete men-of-war, nine modern and six obsolete 
ironclads for coast defense and three ironclad 
cruisers. France follows, with sixteen modern and 
nine obsolete line-of-battleships and seven modern 
and eight obsolete froncilads for coast de- 
fense. Next to these two most important naval

with nine modern, fronclad frigates, four fron-clad 
corveties, fiveline-of battle ships, fulfilling all re- 
quirements of the present day and three obsole te 
fronciad ships, eleven modern ironclad «vessels for 
coast defense and one obsolete vesset.

Italy has two modern and eleven obsol ironciad 
ships at her disposal.

Wit a commendable patriotism the burgh- 
ers Of the city of Pittsburg have detérmined to 
avoid a war with Austria, if war may be 
averted without the loss of honor. The City 
Council at its last session discussed gravely, and 
with the attention which the importance of 
the subject demands, the strained relations of 
the town with Austro-Hungary, and finally 
passed these resolutions: 

Winans, It appears from the reports published 
in the papers that serious difficulties are likely to 
arise between the Austro-Hungarian Empire and 
citizens of Pittsburg on account of the late action of 
the Honorable G. I. Braun, Chief of Police of Pitts 
burg, in his energetic endeavors to enforce the ordi- 
nances in said city in reference to hanging signs, 
wherein he notified che Hon. Max Schamberg, Con- 
sul of Austro-Hungary, located at the said city. to 
lower the national ensign of said empire, which he 
considered had been projected by said Consul over 
and across the sidewalk of one of the principal 
streets of said city im direct violation of the ordi- 
nance thereof, and 

Whenaas, It appears that the action of the said 
G. L. Braun has been considered by the Ambassador 
of the said Consul of the Austro-Hungarian Gov- 
ernment as an insult to said empire and in violation 
of all international law and of the treaties between 
the said empire and the United States of America} 
and 

Wurms. It is considered and believed by this 
committee that the said order of the Chief of Police 
wae issued by him in the honest belief that the ordi- 
nanoes of the City of Pittsburg were, within its 
jurisdiction, the supreme law and overruled all trea- 
ties, acts of Congress, and acts of Assembly relating 
to the same subject, and

UNHAPPY ROYALTY. 


Throneless Sovereigns and Queer 
Freaks of Fortune. 


The Ex-King of Naples and His Strong- 
* | Minded Wife.

Time was when the count occupied the 
position of attache to the embassy of this par- 
ticular King, and as he is a royalist to the back- 
bone, he of course bowed low in respectful 
adoragion before this royal couple. They rec-

to the club-house, gasping for breath as thoug 
he had been indulging ina 150-yard dash, time 
fifteen seconds, or thereabouts. He looked 
flurried, but he couldn't help it. 

Thanks to the late dowager Exh ress of Aus- 
tria, who left them over $5,000, in her will, 
the ex-King and Queen of Naples are now able 
to put on a good deal more py than they did 
a year ago. They live in the Rue Boissy d’An- 

las, at the Hotel Vouillemont,where the Prince 

scar of Sweden stayed when in Paris,and where 
the morganatic wife of the dead Czar always so- 
journed until she had a falling out with the 
andlord over a little bill. Forty dollars a week 
for bougies was more than even the widow of 
the Emperor of all the Russias could afford, 
and now she puts up at a hotel in the Rue 
Castiglione. 

ONE OF DAUDET’S CHARACTERS,

‘The ex-court had only one gen- 
tleman, one valet de chambre and two ladies in 
its suite. They ail hid on the third floor of a 
hotel not at all luxuriously furnished and where 
everything was tolerably commonplace. The ex- 
penses were at a fixed tariff per day, wines, 
service and candles included; but the royal 
couple will now have no difficulty in existin 
much better on their income of 200,0 
a year. This ex-king of 
was always a weak, vacillating, 
man. There is nothing of the Bourbon type 
about his features; his eyes are lacking in intel- 
ligence, his manners are awkward, and he is 
forever pulling at his full, brown beard. 
Among the few whom he admits fo his intima- 
cy he is called the Hermit,“ to the world he 
will always remain Kor | Bomba.” I have seen 
him at early mass at the Madeline weeping 
while at his prayers. I hardly suppose it is for 
his throne, for he was only on it eighteen 
months, and he certainly found it anything but 
a comfortable seat;it cannot be that he wept 


for the lack of money; it must have been be- 


cause of the deserved curtain lecture that Marie 
Sophie gave him just before blowing out the 
candle the previous night, She is a headstrong 
and imperious woman. 

A STRONG-MINDEQ WOMAN. 

She has a passion for dogs and horses; in a 
tender mood she caresses her pugs, her black- 
and-tans and her spaniels. When out of tempér 
she jumps into the saddle and 8 her anger 
away in the Bois de Boulogne. She is a hand- 
some woman, but she was married at the age 
of 15, and traces of this too-early union are 
showing themselves. On her arrival in Italy 
she found her father-in-law dying, and soon the 
crown of the two Sicilies was placed on her 
husband's head, only to be torn from it by the 
revolutionary blasts that swept the Italian pe- 
ninsula. Then came exile and poverty, for the 
State sequestrated all the royal 15 They 
have lived here in Paris on the interest of a 
small capital until the do Empress of 
Austria left them the large fortune already 
mentioned. Micawber-like, and like a good 
many others, the ex-King of 1 * is waiting 
tor something to turn up.“ He has never ab- 
dicated, but there is very little to enco 
him in the present state of affairs in Italy. The 
sister of Marie Sophie is married to the Duke 
d’Alencon, but the Duchess bas not been very 
friendly with the ex-Queen ever since she went 
into *‘lodgings.” 

FORMER RULERS OF SPAIN. 

The ex-Prince Consort of she who once reign- 
ed over the Iberian peninsula was in town last 
week to meet his daughter, the one that not long 
ago married a Bavarian grand duke. His wife 
Isabella is at Zarauz, near St. Sebastien, where 
the Spanish gensdarmes have just been putting 
the Brazilian Minister and the French Embas- 
sador to somuch trouble. The ex-Queen is now 
very happy, living, as she does once more, 
among her beloved people, The ex-King“ 
Don Francois d’Assise, is a curious personage, 
and, like another certain Prince Consort, was 
only the husband of the Queen. The separa- 
tion which long ago took piace between Fran- 
cois and Isabella was the natural result of their 
different tastes and habits. The revolutionary 
blast that blew over Spain wafted them both to 
Paris, where their lots soon became separate. The 
Queen hadher Palais de Castille in the Avenue 
Kleber, where she lived in royal state, gave 
splendid receptions and was charitable to all 
oor people, He went to live at the village of 
Bois olombes, in a little house heriiiy Larne 
enough for himself and son Alfonso. The two 
lived on an allowance which the ex-Queen 
granted them. The Villa Caroline was built by 
a coutouriere, who used to make dresses for the 
Empress Eugenie, the same Caroline of the 
bouleverd Haussmann,that,it seems to me, I told 
you about not so very long ago. Don Francois 
is a little old man with smoothly shaved cheeks 
and chin, and a light mustache. He has a 
shrill, almost feminine voice and in other days 
he used to dress so shabbily that regular travel- 
ers on the line between Bois Colombes and Paris 
nicknamed him Pere le Deche.” When Alfonso 
ascended the throne he sent the Governor“ a 
large purse of money and now gives him a 
handsome annual allowance. Thus richly pro- 
vided for, Don Francois d’Assise went to live 
in state and comfort at Epinal. 

A COVETED CHATEAU. 

The Chateau d’Epinay was one on which the 
Don looked with longing eyes even before his 
son, Alfonso, placed the Spanish crown upou 
his head, One day he sent the Duke De Banos 
to buy the place, but as the owner asked 130,000 
francs for it, andas Don Francoisdid not pos- 
sees that many cents, there was no sale. An 
ex~afe coucert manager of this city, now ti 
Mayor of Epinal, purchased the property with 
a view to turning it into a municipal museum. 
The Common Council refused to ratify his pur- 
chase, and the estate remained on the Mavor's 
hands; be built two or three villas, opened sev- 
eral streets leading to the chateau, and sold a 
slice of the property and the chateau for 150.000 
francs to a lady who wanted it for ng 
school purposes.

The Postmaster-Geaeral on Thursday fixed the 
following rates for Government telegraph service 
the reduftion being the greatest ever made in one 
year, or series of years: For day messages of not
